A subscriber write* as follows: 

Tbere 1* oo political conscience It 
ba* been urged that ihose|* bo yet fa- 
vor a primary election should have 
raised tbelr objection to tbe action of 
tbe judicial committee before It met. | 
This 1* puerile It Is the perfection of 
nonseose. Analagous lo this would be 
to tl'.e suit for damages against a rail- 
road before damage has been done, or 
to lodlct a mao fos burglary before the 
act. It was Impossible to foretell or to 
prejudge tbe action of tbe committee. 
It was. however, very reasonable to 
suppose that It would order a primary 
election, since It was known that a 
large majority of tbe people and the 
candidates wanted aod asked for a pri- 
mary election. This unwarranted ac- 
tion. by which tbe will of tbel people 
wa* Ignored, should be rescinded for 
tbe good of tbe party aod not tbe Inter- 
est of any candidate Such conduct 
cost tbe party 25,000 votes In the State, 
aod if continued, It will wreck tbe par- 
ty. Tbe people are asserting their 
rights Tbe day of tbe politician Is 
past and tbe voter* are ready to prove 
that they must be ignored no more. 

There are many good citizens wbo 
Inteod to leave no sloue uoturoed to 
defeat the nomination of the candidate 
lo whose Interest tbe convention was 
called. It Is urged that vbe action of 
the committee will justify a severe 
course, since tbe Mosaic law: "An eye 
for an eye and a tooth for a tooth" Is 
still deeply Imbedded In human uaturr. 
Even under tbe Christian dispensation 
we are permitted to do that which 
would otherwise be a crime to prevent 
the commission of an offense. To Illus- 
trate: We are commanded not to kill, 
and vet If a burglar attempts to enter 
your bouse, you are excused for taking 
bl* life. It Is claimed that those wbo 
would resort to any mean* to conven- 
tion to defeat the party favoring It, 
would be regarded a* public beoefac- 
loas: as tbe defender* of tbe rights and 
tbe liberties of the people and the foun- 
ders and promotor* of a school of polit- 
ical reform, lo which It will be taught 
that the will of tbe people must be re 
specled.
